NEW YORK, March 5.—Slipping 
in from the high seas under cover 
of a heavy fog, twenty-one vessels, 
headed by the British steam yacht 
Istar, today dropped anchor along 
rum row to dispose of 160,000 cases 
of liquor—$8.000,000 worth.

Are Los Angeles banks unfriendly to real estate loans and is it 
a fact that it is becoming increasingly difficult to secure such loans 


The question has been propounded in different forms many times 
since the first of the year, and an affirmative answer has become one 
of the stock arguments of those who are inclined to see through a 


The six banks which lead in transactions of this character during 
the half year ended with February distinctly refute such an,impression, 
and it is quite obvious from the following figures, secured from re- 
liable sources, that there has been no appreciable contraction of re- 
corded mortgages in favor of these financial institutions. This may 
be taken as a sample of the condition existing throughout the city and 
should be reassuring to the business public. 

The figures are a very good indication of the number of real es- 
tate loans made by the designated banks during the six-month period, 
and while it cannot be said that they represent the actual number of 
loans because they involve a few mortgages that have passed through 
the trust departments in other transactions, nevertheless they are « 
good index of the volume of loans made. The figure appearing under 
the total monthly figure given for each bank indicates the average 
number of mortgages recorded in favor of that bank per business day:
